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IRS Suffers Staggering Defeat 
Tax Questions Raised Regarding 
Gold and Silver Coins Used to Pay 
Wages 

On September 17, 2007 a 
Las Vegas federal jury refused to 
convict nine defendants of any of the 
161 tax crimes they had been charged 
with, including income tax evasion, 
willful failure to file and conspiracy to 
evade taxes. 

The four-month trial 
centered around the family businesses 
of Robert Kahre who paid his workers 
with circulating gold and silver U.S. 
coins, and did not report the wages. 
The payments allegedly totaled at least 
$114 million. On September 20 The 
Las Vegas Review Journal became the 
only media entity to report the outcome 
of this important federal criminal tax 
case. 

According to defense 
attorney Joel Hansen the primary 
"willfulness" defense was that the 
defendants believed they had no legal 
obligation to withhold or pay income 
taxes or report anything to the 
government because the nominal value 
(i.e. face value) of the gold and silver 
coins fell beneath the reporting 
thresholds set by the Internal Revenue 
Code. 

The Defendants also 
argued that regardless of the valuation 
of the coins, there is no law that 
requires workers to file or pay direct, 
un-apportioned taxes on the fruits of 
their labor. 

The Government argued 
that the payments in gold and silver 
U.S. coins must be considered at their 
bullion (i.e. full-market) value for 
purposes of the internal revenue code. 

Hansen cited two Supreme 
Court cases bolstering Defendant's 
argument The essence of the 


argument is that under the Constitution 
Congress is obligated by law to mint 
and circulate such coins as demand 
requires, and must establish the value 
of coins as they are used as legal 
tender, but the coins' market value, as 
personal "property," is a distinct, 
separate attribute of such coins, and is 
of no legal consequence if the coins 
are used as legal tender. 

In other words, if a worker is 
paid with such coins, his taxable 
"income" (if any) can only be the face 
value indicated upon the coin money 
paid — i.e., $1.00 for a circulating silver 
dollar or $50 for a circulating gold U.S. 
coin. Not surprisingly, the IRS has 
never issued any public guidance 
regarding this significant issue 

The first case, Ling Su Fan 
v. U.S., 218 US 302 (1910) establishes 
the legal distinction of a coin bearing 
the "impress" of the sovereign: "These 
limitations are due to the fact that 
public law gives to such coinage a 
value which does not attach as a mere 
consequence of intrinsic value. Their 
quality as a legal tender is an attribute 
of law aside from their bullion value. 
They bear, therefore, the impress of 
sovereign power which fixes value and 
authorizes their use in exchange." 

The second case, 
Thompson v. Butler, 95 US 694 (1877), 
establishes that the law makes no legal 
distinction between the values of coin 
and paper money used as legal tender: 
"A coin dollar is worth no more for the 
purposes of tender in payment of an 
ordinary debt than a note dollar. The 
law has not made the note a standard 
of value any more than coin. It is true 
that in the market, as an article of 
merchandise, one is of greater value 
than the other; but as money, that is to 
say, as a medium of exchange, the law 
knows no difference between them." 


In March 2007, the primary 
defendant, Bob Kahre, filed a federal 
civil rights lawsuit against the 
prosecutor and IRS agents who had 
conducted what he alleges to be an 
unlawful search and seizure raid. In 
2005, the Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals refused to overturn a previous 
District Court ruling holding that the 
federal prosecutor is not entitled to 
absolute immunity for the unlawful raid. 

Commentary: The media 
suppression of this story is similar to 
the July 11, 2007 acquittal of Louisiana 
attorney Tommy Cryer who was also 
charged with multiple federal income 
tax crimes and relied upon numerous 
Supreme Court precedents and U.S. 
tax laws to establish his "willfulness" 
defense. — Rense.com 

Presidency Outsourced to 
India 

Washington, DC (AP) 
Congress today announced that the 
office of President of the United States 
of America will be outsourced to India 
as of September 1,2009. 

The move is being made in 
order to save the President's $500,000 
yearly salary, and also a record $4 
trillion in deficit expenditures and 
related overhead that his office has 
planned for the next 4 years. 

"We believe this is a wise 
financial move. The cost savings are 
huge," stated Congressman Thomas 
Reynolds (R-WA). "We cannot remain 
competitive on the world stage with the 
current level of cash outlay," Reynolds 
noted.

“Human Rights and Gun 
Confiscation” 

By David B. Kopel, Paul Gallant & 

Joanne D. Eisen 

This article addresses the 
human rights abuses stemming from 
the enforcement of confiscation or 
similar laws. 

Part I conducts a case 
study of the United Nations-supported 
gun confiscation program in Uganda, a 
program which has directly caused 
massive, and fatal, violations of human 
rights. Among the rights violated have 
been those enumerated in Article 3 
(“the right to life, liberty and security of 
person”) and Article 5 (“No one shall be 
subjected to torture or to cruel, 
inhuman or degrading treatment or 
punishment”) of the U.N.’s Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. 

Part II examines a similar 
gun confiscation program, with similar 
results, in Kenya. 

Part III describes the recent 
government attempts to disarm South 
African citizens, and details how the 
implementation of antigun laws has 
caused extensive violations of civil and 
human rights, although not the 
government-perpetrated murder, 

torture, arson, and ethnic cleansing that 
have been endemic in Kenya and 
Uganda. 

Part IV reports on evidence 
from around the world which suggest 
one reason why gun confiscation 
programs can result in major human 
rights violations: most gun-owners 
possess their firearm for personal and 
family defense. Therefore, gun 
confiscation must be enforced by 
extremely violent and intrusive 
measures. While gun possession 
imposes various costs and 
inconveniences on gun owners, it is 
likely that if the public is well-protected, 
many people might choose to disarm. 
But civilians simply will not disarm 
when they cannot see concrete 
evidence of guarantees for personal 
safety. 

We conclude by offering 
two caveats for disarmament programs. 
First, that voluntary disarmament will 
generally be possible only after a 
government has proven that it will 
protect the security of the people who 
would be disarmed. Second, that 
coercive attempts to disarm people 
who still need guns to defend 
themselves—including for protection 
from predatory governments—are likely 
to lead to massive resistance, and to 
an escalating cycle of human rights

Brothers: The Hidden History 
of the Kennedy Years

David Talbot, founder of 
Salon.com, has re-examined the JFK 
era. He believes that new evidence, 
including his own research 
encompassing more than 150 
interviews, further undermines the 
conclusions of the Warren Commission 
Report [that Lee Harvey Oswald was 
the lone assassin]. 

Talbot’s book, Brothers, 
focuses on a detailed though not 
comprehensive account of the JFK 
presidency, juxtaposed with the story of 
his many adversaries and the possible 
grounds for their involvement in an 
assassination plot. Talbot rebuts critical 
assessments of JFK by revisionist 
historians and also seeks to rehabilitate 
the Kennedy image after the battering it 
has received by authors such as 
Seymour Hersh in his scathing book 
The Dark Side of Camelot (1997). 

Talbot stresses the extent 
to which the Kennedy administration 
faced political pressure from the 
extreme right, including elements of the 
CIA leadership, the national security 
apparatus (including the military) in 
general, anti-Castro Cubans and a 
resurgent wing of the Republican Party 
led by Barry Goldwater. The author 
insists that JFK's policies frustrated his 


opposition. In doing so, JFK incubated 
a desire for revenge in many of them. 

With respect to 
assassination conspiracy theories, 
some readers may conclude that Talbot 
has overstated the book's originality, in 
spite of the many interviews the author 
conducted. Talbot tends to play down, 
and occasionally ignore, contrary 
evidence and arguments. 

Nevertheless, the author will convince 
many not wedded to the Warren 
Commission findings that the likelihood 
of a conspiracy to assassinate JFK 
(and maybe RFK) is significant. 

Talbot may regret granting 
so much credibility to the testimony of 
St. John Hunt, the son of the late E. 
Howard Hunt, a leading CIA operative 
in the 1950s and 1960s and one of the 
Watergate masterminds. Neither father 
nor son makes the best of witnesses. In 
his autobiography, American Spy, 
Howard Hunt made the 
unsubstantiated assertion that [Vice 
President Lyndon] Johnson was 
involved in JFK's assassination. The 
senior Hunt speculated that the CIA 
might have been involved, and even 
mentioned several names, but, 
according to Talbot, his second wife 
prevented him from saying anything 
about his role 

St. John Hunt claimed that 
his father had confessed to him that in 
1963 he had been invited by a group of 
CIA agents, including Frank Sturgis 
("the mob-friendly anti-Castro operative 
who later joined Hunt's Watergate 
burglary team") and David Morales, 
who was involved with the Bay of Pigs 
fiasco, to join in an assassination plot. 
At the very least, he says, his father 
had foreknowledge of a conspiracy. St. 
John Hunt's involvement in the 
Watergate cover-up (as a teenager, he 
helped his father get rid of evidence), 
and his felony drug convictions do not 
make him the most ideal witness. 

Notwithstanding the 

deficiencies of some of his sources, 
Talbot's highly readable book makes 
the case for releasing the classified 
documents pertaining to the JFK 
assassination. In particular, questions 
remain about the role CIA agent 
George Joannides may have played. 

Declassified JFK files reveal 
that in 1963, Joannides was the agent 
in charge of one of the most powerful 
Cuban anti-Castro organizations in 
Miami, the Revolutionary Students 
Directorate, or DRE. A few months 
before JFK's assassination, the DRE 
had significant contact with Lee Harvey 
Oswald. In the course of four intensive 
investigations of the JFK assassination, 
however, the CIA failed to divulge 


information about this connection, or 
even that Joannides was the CIA 
officer assigned to manage the DRE, 
and refused to release important parts 
of Joannides' personnel file. 

Talbot's book is an 
important contribution to a growing 
chorus of Kennedy authors and 
researchers, including Gerald Posner, 
the most oft-cited authority for the "one 
gunman/no conspiracy" thesis, calling 
for a reopening of investigations into 
the JFK assassination or, at minimum, 
for the CIA to release pertinent 
documents that might shed light on the 
subject. In September, on grounds of 
national security, the CIA successfully 
thwarted a request for such 
information.

Oatmeal, Potatoes and the 
Federal Reserve

our banking and monetary system, for if 
they did, I believe there would be a 
revolution before tomorrow morning. ”

The private banking cartel 
known as the Federal Reserve has 
been fiscally raping the American 
taxpayer since its nefarious inception in 




1913, thus fulfilling Thomas Jefferson' 
prophecy: “If the American people ever 
allow the banks to control the issuance 
of their currency, first by inflation, and 
then by deflation, the banks and 
corporations that will grow up around 
them will deprive the people of all 
property, until their children wake up 
homeless on the continent their fathers 
conquered.... I sincerely believe the 
banking institutions having the issuing 
power of money, are more dangerous 
to liberty than standing armies.” 

Article 1, Section 8 of our 
Constitution grants Congress "the 
power to coin money and regulate the 
value thereof.” Instead Congress has 
allowed the Federal Reserve to control 
and inflate our present day fiat money 
supply (unredeemable in silver or gold), 
with the result that a one dollar Federal 
Reserve note in 2005 was worth 4 
cents in relation to the pre-Federal 
Reserve (redeemable) dollar of 1913. 

The Federal Reserve 
creates the Federal Reserve notes you 
carry in your wallet out of nothing by 
printing more notes with nothing 
tangible to back them.

government for their debts and daily 
expenses, and the sixteenth being 
insufficient to afford us bread, we must 
live, as they now do, on oatmeal and 
potatoes, have no time to think, no 
means of calling the mismanagers to 
account, but be glad to obtain 
subsistence by hiring ourselves to rivet 
their chains on the necks of our fellow- 
sufferers. ” 

Looking ahead, I see only 
two options; “We the People” can 
speak up, hold our elected officials 
accountable, demand the immediate 
abolishment of the Federal Reserve, 
and restore constitutional government, 
or we can acquire a taste for “oatmeal 
and potatoes." 

1913: a good year for the

For thirty years, I have been 
begging others to make concrete plans 
for a time in life that would offer no 
quarter, give no mercy, and that would 
in a word be-catastrophic. We are 
coming face to face with that moment. 
What are you doing? 

National Guard units are 
preparing for urban combat. The U.S. 
has an agreement with Canada’s armed 
forces to come here and assume 
combat roles should they be needed. 
The Federal Reserve’s effort to stem the 
“blood loss” in the sub-prime markets 
has failed. An implosion has begun that 
will be followed by an explosion unseen 
since the founding of this nation. 

Friends, you must begin NOW 
to protect yourselves and your family 
from this pending “extinction level 
event”. If you hesitate, you will be 
caught in the maelstrom. Pick your 
poison. If you believe global warming is 
going to do you in, well then, build a 
refrigerated secure basement. If you live 
in a nuclear target city, or worse yet, in a 
sanctuary city, then get out quickly. 
Here is what you must do. 

Consider geography carefully. 
Choose your location with great wisdom. 
Coasts are bad, arid regions are bad, 
rural northern and mountainous regions 
are the best. Why? Fewer people mean 
fewer morons. Consider weather, game, 
timber, fresh water, tillable soil, herding 
of livestock. Being at least 50 miles from 
the nearest interstate or major 
highways, commercial airports and nuke 
plants is preferable.

Your government has made it a 
felony to store many items (as listed in 
the Patriot Act II). Be prepared, they 
say, but if you go more than a week’s 




worth, we’ll put you in a Washington 
style long term family “vacation” 
detention campsite. 

Consider transferring 401K, 
IRA accounts, or other liquid plans into 
gold or silver. A penalty for withdrawal is 
preferable to inaccessible accounts next 
month or whenever. 

Ask yourself this single 
question. What do you have that is so 
worth keeping over your life and that of 
your family? If you refuse to get ready, 
then I bid you farewell. You were never 
my fellow countryman to begin with. 
God help you. 

Your last consideration must 
be in terms of self-defense. This will 
draw the ire of many. To you, I say, 
don’t ever buy a gun. You would only 
eventually supply a criminal with one 
more weapon. To everyone else, think 
shotgun, first: a 12 gauge, 20 inch rifled 
barrel chambered for 3” shells. Buy at 
least 1000 rounds of OO Buckshot for 
defense, 1000 rounds of slugs for large 
game, and 1000 rounds of #6 shot for 
small game and birds. I would stick with 
Remington or Mossberg as my first pick. 
A Ruger .22 rifle and a 1000 rounds will 
do for small game. A .308 and 500 
rounds will do for whatever you need to 
do —if you get my drift. 

A Ruger Mini-14 rancher model 
chambering .223 with several 20 or 30 
round clips and 1000 rounds will be 
good for when you are outnumbered, 
and a .45 Government model Kimber or 
Springfield Armory pistol with 10, 10 
round clips and 1000 rounds will do you 
well. That’s roughly $4500 worth of 
weaponry. Cheap in defense of all that 
you have. A good four wheeled vehicle 
for off road use rounds you out. I’m 
pretty good at spending your money, 
hmm? 

There is a risk for the writer of 
a message such as this. Many will stick 
their heads in a little deeper or dismiss it 
with, “he’s a typical right-wing worrier, 
this just can’t happen.”

New Orleans mayor and 
police chief admit crimes 

After a three-year legal 
battle over the unconstitutional 
confiscation of lawfully owned firearms, 
the City of New Orleans has agreed to 
settle a law suit by the National Rifle 
Association and the Second 
Amendment Foundation. 


A permanent injunction has 
been issued against the city, Mayor 
Ray Nagin and current Police Chief 
Warren Riley. 

The city admitted the 
firearm confiscations carried out by 
Nagin and Riley were unconstitutional 
and illegal. 

Under the terms of the 
injunction Nagin and Riley and any 
agents or employees of the City of New 
Orleans shall: 

■ cease and desist confiscating lawfully- 

possessed firearms; 

■ make an aggressive attempt to return 

all firearms confiscated from August 29 
to December 31, 2005; 

■ post on the City website the 
procedure for the return of confiscated 
firearms. 

■ mail notices to all individuals who are 
identified on the property tags of 
firearms in the City's possession which 
were confiscated during the aftermath 
of hurricane Katrina.

Easy-to-Use 'Palm Pistol' 
Aimed at Elderly, Disabled 

You've heard of the Palm Pilot? 
Well, here's the Palm Pistol. 

Constitution Arms, based in 
Maplewood, N.J., is taking deposits for 
what it touts as the world's first 
ergonomically designed firearm. 

Intended for use by the elderly 
and disabled, the single-shot 9-mm 
weapon looks like a giant bean grasped 
in the palm of the hand. 

The barrel points out between 
the user's fingers. You "pull" the trigger 
by pressing on a thumbed button at the 
top. 

"Point and shoot couldn't be 
easier," states the blurb on the product's 
Web site. 

The gun will cost about $300. A 
deposit to get yours when it's ready is 
$25, though Constitution Arms doesn't 
say exactly when that will be.

El Paso - A U.S. Army War 
College report warns an economic crisis 
in the U.S. could lead to massive civil 


unrest and the need to call on the 
military to restore order, according to 
retired Lt. Col. Nathan Freir's "Known 
Unknowns: Unconventional Strategic 
Shocks in Defense Strategy 
Development." 

"Widespread civil violence 
inside the United States would force the 
defense establishment to reorient 
priorities ... to defend basic domestic 
order and human security," the report 
said, in case of "unforeseen economic 
collapse," "pervasive public health 
emergencies," and "catastrophic natural 
and human disasters," among other 
possible crises. 

Phoenix police told the Phoenix 
Business Journal they're prepared to 
deal with such an event, and the 
International Monetary Fund's managing 
director, Dominique Strauss-Khan, said 
social unrest could spread to advanced 
countries if the global economic crisis 
worsens. 

Pentagon officials said as 
many as 20,000 soldiers under the U.S. 
Northern Command will be trained 
within the next three years to work with 
civilian law enforcement in homeland 
security. 

Charles Boehmer, political 
science professor at the University of 
Texas at El Paso, was skeptical about 
the Army War College report. 

"The military was not called out 
during the Great Depression, and I don't 
think our economic problems are as bad 
as they were then," he said. "The 
military always has contingency plans."
